Certainly at the moment,though the way things are expan¬ 
ding at the moment,id like to have more people involed.In ter¬ 
ms of time,its at least 40 hours a week work,with the mailord¬ 
er , di stribution , and the publishing.Political Asylum has always 
overlapped(and visa versa)to some extent,so thats never really 
been a huge problem in terms of time allocation.Political Asy¬ 
lum takes a back seat usually though,uniess we are doing some¬ 
thing specific...writing new songs,touring,recording or whate¬ 
ver . Obviously when we tour,AK stuff gets dropped,though again 
when we tour,i sell literature at the gigs,often make new con¬ 
tacts for AK,that sort of thing,so again,the two are whatever 
]ust means that i come back to even more work than usual... 

ITS A NON-PROFIT PROJECT SO DO YOU LOSE OUT AT ANYTIME?AND DO 
YOU GET MANY PEOPLE RIPPING YOU 0FF?Non-profit means basically' 
that i dont take any wage out of it.However,! try not to spend 
my own money on AK{though this doesnt always work),in that tr¬ 
avelling expenses(say to bookfairs),postagemthat sort of thing 
comes out of AK.In the booktrade,a retailer gets a third disc-' 
ount,so expenses(postage,printing catalogues,advertising etc 
etc.You do get the odd person ripping you off.People do steal 
books from bookstalls(which is real fucking radical-if you wa¬ 
nt to steal,do it from a big bastard-try Waterstones,or dillo-- 
ns,or Foyles,or Pentos,or WH Smiths),and ive had a couple of 
cheques bounce,but nothing too disasterous. 

WHAT KIND OF RESPONSE DO YOU GET?D0 YOU GET MANY ORDERS,AND 
ARE THER MAINLY FROM THE UK?0R DO YOU RECEIVE ORDERS FROM ABR¬ 
OAD TOO?In terms of mai1-order,ive never really sat down and 
worked it out.I get at the moment,around 60 letters a week,wh¬ 
ich is a mixture of AK stuff,Political Asylum,and personal ma- 
il(though again,often,2 or 3 of these 
I get a fair amount of orders from a- 
broad,and do quite alot of distribut¬ 
ion to bookshops etc abroad.A surpri¬ 
sing amount really,considering alot o 
f the books that go to Holland,Norway 
or whatever,are heavy going,even if 
English is your first language!Apart 
from the mailoder,its basically the c 
ase that i can do as much work as i - 
want.I actively go out and sell books, 
to bookshops here in Britain,that so¬ 
rt of thing... 

lam always pleasantly surprised at th
